He Suffered a Stroke Two Weeks Ago 


and Never Recovered — Was an 


Ex-Supervisor and Member 


of Several Organizations. 


Isaac Hlohard Rogiin, one ol too most 


widely known and highly rogpeutod col- 
ored olli/ons of Deoatur, died all 7 o'clock 
list night at his homo, No. 312 South 
Broadway, aged 02 yoiis and B months 
His death was canned by paralysis, a dlB 
case with wliioh ho had suffered (or some 
time. 
During the past two years Mr. 


Rogan had been In falling health and 
wits nun tin to attend to his business. 
Ha bad four strokes of paralysis from 
whioh h« recovered partially, hut which 
loft him In a union weakened condition. 
He bad been able to move abont until the 
evening ot Jnne BO. On that occasion be 
was attending a meeting of the Masonic 
lodge when ho suffered a stroke ofjparal 
yslfl which affected one fiklo of his body 
and rendered him speechless 
It was 


thought that there was somo hope for his 
recovery until last Friday, when it was 
roall/.od that he would never rally. Ho 
never regained his speech, but wns oou 
aolous until a abort time before his death 
The history of Mr. Bogan's life is bca 
told in the following sketch he diotatei 
to one of hia children In 1889:
